To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Mascenic Regional 
School in said New Ipswich on Tuesday, the 14th day of March,* 
next at 10:00 of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 


Article 1. 
To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


Article 2. 

To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same. 


*The Town Meeting will be adjourned until Wednesday, the 
15th day of March 1977, at seven of the clock in the afternoon 
to act upon the remaining articles. 


Article 3. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and 
Treasurer to borrow money, when necessary, in anticipation of 
taxes. 


Article 4. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
administer or dispose of any real estate by public auction which 
has been acquired by the Town through Tax Collector’s deeds. 


Article 5. 
To hear reports of any Official or Committee and take any 
action relating thereto. 


Article 6. 

To see if the Town will approve the hiring of an additional 
full-time policeman at an annual salary of $9,500 (nine thou- 
sand five hundred dollars), or take any action thereon. (By Pe- 
tition) 


Article 7. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,500 (one thousand five hundred dollars) to purchase a 
moving radar for the Police Department, with 50% to be reim- 
bursed to the Town after purchase through a grant from the 
Highway Safety Agency, or take any action thereon. 


Article 8. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $8,500 (eight thousand five hundred dollars) to support the 
services of the Souhegan Valley Ambulance District Service. 
The sum is based on a $4.25 per capita formula. 


Article 9. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $20,000 (twenty thousand dollars) to be used this year to re- 
build a town road and/or roads. This would be the first part of a 
second five-year plan to rebuild all roads needing such work in 
town. (Submitted by the Road Committee) 


Article 10. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $20,000 (twenty thousand dollars) to be used to rebuild 
Mason Road, a town road. Road to be repaired from Aho’s to 
the town line at Mason. This road has had no major repairs for 
the past 27 years. (By Petition) 


Article 11. 

To see if the Town will vote to close the following road sub- 
ject to ‘‘gates and bars’”’ or take any action thereon: Country 
Club Road: Two rods east of the country club driveway to 
Route 123. (Submitted by the Road Committee) 


Article 12. 

To see if the Town will vote to close the Mill Street Bridge 
or take any action thereon. (Submitted by the Road Commit- 
tee) 


Article 13. 

To see if the Town will vote to remove the “‘gates and bars”

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $3,000 (three thousand dollars) to be used by the Selectmen 
to remodel the town office or take any action thereon.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Again this year, we saw more changes in the Office of 
Selectmen with the election of Mr. William Kivela. 

Much of our time and the Dump Committee’s time in the 
early part of the year was spent on the preparation and opera- 
tion of our new sanitary landfill operation and the closing of the 
existing open burning dump on Page Hill Road. 

Unfortunately, we had an illegal vote on Article 18, (the 
borrowing of the sum of $25,000 on a five-year note). We had al- 
ready $8,927.50 on the preparation of the new landfill operation, 
but we are happy to report the Board of Selectmen with the co- 
operation of the department heads were able to make up the 
deficit partially from the 1977 budget and revenue sharing thus 
maintaining a surplus of cash saving you, the taxpayers, a con- 
siderable amount of money. 

In order to have more financial control of the town budget, 
we have instituted a purchase order system which requires all 
department heads to get selectmen’s approval on all purchases 
over $50.00 before the purchase is made. 

We try to keep informed on all operations of the town so 
that we may perform our duties efficiently. We meet every 
Monday night at seven thirty for the purpose of hearing any- 
one who wishes to ask questions, to offer suggestions; every- 
one is welcome to drop in. 

The Board of Selectmen sincerely thank all department 
heads, their personnel, town committees and you, the citizens 
of New Ipswich, for your cooperation during the year of 1977.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


1977 has proved to be still another busy year for the Police 
Department. 

The department answered 1,246 calls. 105 complaints were 
brought before the Peterborough District Court, 17 DWI viola- 
tions, 5 narcotic violations and 1 rape. 

Unfortunately the department investigated another fatal 
accident this past year, and hopefully the last. 

It is the responsibility of local government and hence the lo- 
cal police department to provide law enforcement services 
within the geographical limits of the town. This department is, 
upon request, assisted by the State Police and the county 
sheriff’s office both of which prove significant assistance to 
towns such as ours that have a population of under 3,000. New 
Ipswich is getting closer to the 3,000 mark and we have to start 
looking ahead and not let ourselves become stagnate and in 
later years try to catch up. 

The police department is organized and funded to meet the 
unique law enforcement requirements of the individual com- 
munity and, therefore, there is no standard organization for the 
many departments in this state. 

Modern police departments require a great deal of sophisti- 
cated and expensive equipment to perform properly. The indi- 
vidual equipment required by police officers is relatively stand- 
ard. However, there are great differences in the type and 
amount of organization equipment found in the police depart- 
ment. 

Local police departments receive most of their funding 
through town appropriations. One variable to the size of the de- 
partment is the amount of funds available. The budgets are not 
based on resident population alone, but rather on a combination 
of many factors, including local appropriations, and land area 
of the town, number and type of businesses, and the seasonal 
population not to mention the geographical location of the 
town. The cost to run a business goes up as the demands of the 
customer become greater. Yes the police department is a busi- 
ness and as your demands of us increase so does our cost to 
operate. But not as business is today we cannot tack on our 
cost to the selling price of our product, we have to depend on 
your wanting a good department that can meet the demands of 
a growing community. 

Chief Brodley and the Department wish to thank all town 
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departments, surrounding Police Departments, and the State 
Police for their help and assistance in the time of need; also, the 
Board of Selectmen for their cooperation and assistance in the 


past year.

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Report of District Fire Chief and 
Town Forest Fire Warden 


Forest fire control in New Hampshire is a joint state and 
town responsibility (RSA 224). 


The Director, Division of Forests and Lands (State Fores- 
ter) appoints a forest fire warden and several deputy forest 
fire wardens in each town upon the recommendation of 
local authorities. 

The local forest fire warden is responsible for forest fire 
prevention and suppression activities in his town. He reg- 
ulates the kindling of outside fires when the ground is not 
covered with snow by the issuance of written permits only 
when conditions are safe. He is responsible for suppression 
with the town and state sharing the cost. Suppression costs 
in excess of 14, of 1% of the assessed valuation of the town 
are assumed by the state. 

The state provides training for the local fire organization 
and helps coordinate activities between towns/cities. The 
state also supports local forces with backup personnel, 
equipment, and supplies for suppression and prevention. 

This combination of state and local cooperation, started in 
1893, works well, for New Hampshire has enjoyed one of 
tie smallest acreage losses due to forest fires in the United 
States for the past 25 years.

Road and did work on Appleton Road to complete the final year 
of the five-year rebuilding plan. 

The TRA work done this year completed the final section of 
Greenville Road. 

Work was also done on River, Collins, Stowell, and Timber- 
top Roads during the past year. 

The arrival of the new dump truck and new sander have 
greatly helped the Highway Department to do its work. 

During 1977 the Highway Department worked with a mini- 
mum of personnel to cut down on expenses. 

I feel the Highway expenses are reasonable with the amount 
of work done. 

I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and all other town 
departments for their cooperation and assistance in making 
1977 a productive year.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY COMMITTEE 


This year marks the end of the 5-year program which has 
allotted $20,000 by annual vote to town road improvement. It is 
strongly recommended by the Highway Committee that the ar- 
ticle in the warrant for continuation of this program be 
adopted. A tentative schedule for this program would be to re- 
build Fox Farm Road the first year, followed by improvement 
of Page Hill Road over the following three years. Rebuilding of 
Mason Road during the fifth year would use up the last of the 
total $100,000 allotment. 

At the request of the selectmen the State Department of 
Public Works and Highways has inspected the town bridges 
and submitted a report to the town. In brief summary the con- 
dition of the five bridges involved is as follows:

The cost of replacement of the Mill Street bridge is over 
$100,000 of which the town would be liable for one-half. It is 
recommended that the bridge be closed immediately. An article 
to enable this action is in the Warrant. 

Taylor Road will be posted at both the Smithville end and 
the cemetery end to indicate the limitations on the bridge. 
Heavy truck traffic and snow plows have regularly used this 
bridge apparently without further damaging it. With the 
posting and regular inspection and maintenance this bridge can 
be considered adequate for the next few years. When it de- 
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teriorates to the point where it is adjudged unsafe for snow 
plows, a decision will have to be made on replacing or closing it. 

There are several roads in town which have fallen into dis- 
use by vehicular traffic and have not been maintained. If resi- 
dences are established on these roads the town may become 
liable for their restoration at great expense. To forestall this 
possibility such roads can be officially closed. It is recom- 
mended that this action be taken regarding Country Club Road 
from a point beyond the Country Club to Route 124. An article 
to this effect is included in the warrant.

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REPORT OF THE DUMP COMMITTEE 


On August Ist the Page Hill dump was closed and the land- 
fill facility opened. This was a month later than planned, and it 
required an extension of time from the New Hampshire Air Pol- 
lution Control Commission which was granted because the site 
preparation work was in process. Some towns in the state are 
still maintaining open dumps, but under no circumstance are 
they allowed to burn anything except brush less than four 
inches in diameter. Recent air pollution control laws prohibit 
most commercial burning of any brush, and it appears that it 
will probably only be a matter of time before burning of brush 
in dumps must cease. This will create an additional problem for 
the towns and an unnecessary expense. 

The site preparation for the new dump cost $6,350.00 and 
paving of the entrance at the highway was $1,470.00, both 
being by sealed bid. An additional $60.70 was spent for signs. 
To prepare the original landfill pit and pave the grade down 
into the dumping area Walter Somero was paid $1,047.00 to re- 
imburse him for work contracted. This provided additional 
depth in the pit to extend the time that this initial area can be 
used. Through suggestions made by the operator, Mr. Somero, 
the design of the actual landfill area has evolved to provide 
maximum use of the land area. 

In compliance with State law the Page Hill dump has been 
bulldozed to correct grade and covered, and the rats were pro- 
fessionally exterminated. Additional work is still required to 
cover the area with loam and plant grass on the level area and 
trees on the slope. To date $6,504.00 has been spent on this 
project, money for which was appropriated by a warrant article 
in 1974; and sufficient funds from this article are available to 
complete this work. 

Through an oversight the unanimous passage of Article 18 
in the 1977 Town Warrant was found to be illegal, as any article 
authorizing long-term borrowing must be passed by a two- 
thirds majority with the vote counted. Since no count was 
taken, this article will be presented to the voters again this 
year, with some changes in the amount requested. An ap- 
propriation is required for the construction of the garage to 
house the loader and a fire truck. Federal funds have been re- 
ceived through the State of New Hampshire Department of Re- 
sources and Economic Development for some equipment to be 
used on the fire truck which will be housed in this sub-station to 
serve that section of the town. The building has been designed 
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and bids were received on the construction of it, but the con- 
tract could not be awarded due to lack of funds. 

The Committee was very pleased with the response to the 
various invitations to bid on the projects and the constructive 
suggestions received from those contractors bidding and other 
interested parties. Likewise, the cooperation of the residents of 
the town in changing their habits in the use of a dump and com- 
plying with the regulations is gratifying.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The past year was once again evidence of the ever-in- 
creasing need of an active and progressive Planning Board in 
the smaller communities of southern New Hampshire such as 
New Ipswich. 

The number of Building Permits issued during 1977 was up 
sharply from previous years to forty seven. This represents 
about a 7% increase in the number of homes in the town. Add to 
this eight additional mobile homes and twenty one minor and 
major subdivisions, we can see the phenomenal growth of this 
area directly affecting the growth of our town. Unfortunately 
most of our growth is residential, adding to the strain of our al- 
ready too heavy tax burden in providing municipal and educa- 
tional services to our citizens. 

This Board would appreciate any constructive input from 
the townspeople to aid us in coping with the problems that face 
us in this continuing growth. We believe positive measures 
were taken by the last Town Meeting in limiting the number of 
mobile homes in the town. Possibly further measures can be 
taken in the future by to buy us the time we so desperately need 
to properly plan the future of New Ipswich. 

The coming year will bring some reorganization of the 
Board along with possible revisions in our subdivision regula- 
tions to make them more comprehensive and better suited to 
our changing needs. 

We wish to thank you, the townspeople, for your coopera- 
tion during 1977 and look forward to continued planned growth 
in 1978.

SOUHEGAN VALLEY AMBULANCE SERVICE, INC. 


Annual Report to the Towns 


The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. (SVAS) is 
a non-profit, all-volunteer, mobile emergency medical care 
service which was organized on Sept. 1, 1972 to serve the 
citizens of Greenville, Mason, New Ipswich and Temple, 
N. H. The SVAS exists only to provide emergency service 
to the people of these four towns, but because it must serve 
four towns (and is, therefore, different from other emer- 
gency services such as fire and police departments which are 
paid for separately by each community), it exists as a sep- 
arate corporate body. It owns and maintains it own equip- 
ment and is independent of any, but dependent upon all, 
of the four towns it serves. This means that no one town 
must own or keep its own ambulance equipment; rather each 
town contributes an equal, per- capita assessment for the 
support of this multi-town service. 

The SVAS provides one of the least expensive ambulance 
services in the State of New Hampshire, and it is among the 
least expensive of any of the town services (see chart). The 
1978 budget for the SVAS has remained at the same per 
capita assessment as the 1977 budget in spite of increases 
in expenses (e.g., insurance — see the attached budget). 

None of the SVAS personnel is paid for services rendered, 
and they provide thousands of man hours each year answer- 
ing the emergency needs of their fellow townspeople. Of 
the 23 attendants who served our communities in 1977, 14 
are Emergency Medical Technicians, 5 are First Aid in- 
structors, and 4 are qualified as instructors in cardio- 
pulmonary resuscitation (CPR). We are fortunate to have 
such highly trained and efficient volunteer crews. 

From Jan. 1 - Nov. 15, 1977, SVAS crews answered over 
123 calls in the four towns (see chart for number by town); 
of these 73 were emergency calls, 27 were calls to accidents, 
and 23 were transfers. 

Because the SVAS is not wholly subsidized by the towns, 
it must rely upon payments from individuals and insurance 
plans for part of its income. In 1977, $755.00 was collected 
as income for the SVAS. However, this figure represents 
only 14.7% of the total $5,290.00 that was billed to insur- 
ances or individuals (see chart for breakdown by town). 
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Some people will not pay their bills, and it has become in- 
creasingly difficult for SVAS to collect from Medicaid and 
other insurances. These facts have led the SVAS Directors 
to re-evaluate the billing policy. Already in 1977 the prac- 
tice of charging individuals over 65 years of age for use of 
the service was discontinued. Now the possibility of not 
billing any individual for the service is being considered. 
It has proven uneconomic to send repeated billings to 
people who will not pay, and the “no charge” policy (which 
would probably save money for the Service and the towns 
in the long run) will be studied and discussed in the coming 
year with representatives of the towns. 

In addition to providing the expected ambulance services 
in 1977, the SVAS was also involved in: continuing person- 
nel training programs; an emergency care information pro- 
gram for school children in the four towns; providing 
supplemental staff for the Monadnock Community Hospital 
Emergency Room during the Memorial Day holidays; keep- 
ing the day-to-day workings of the Service before the 
public through a public information effort by the Directors; 
and continuing to upgrade and acquire necessary equip- 
ment for the protection of the people of the four towns. 


The most innovative move (and the one likely to have the 
greatest impact upon the quality of service) was the instal- 
lation of a new radio communication system for the emer- 
gency crews. In conjunction with Nelson’s Answering 
Service, the SVAS Communications Committee (A. and J. 
Rodenhiser & D. Dow) researched the electronics field for 
“pocket pagers” for members of the service. Pagers were 
purchased and operating by Nov., 1977; they allow the cen- 
tral dispatcher to reach every crew member on the service 
by direct radio contact without the old, cumbersome pro- 
cedure of contact by telephone. This system will improve 
the response time of emergency crews and equipment and 
will provide greater flexibility of service. 

We are indebted to James Nelson of Nelson's Answering 
Service in Wilton, N. H. for all the time, money, and en- 
ergy he has spent in helping the SVAS with its communica- 
tion systems. We are, too, indebted to Chief Allan LeFren- 
iere of Greenville for his assistance with communications. 
The chiefs of the various town police and fire departments 
have been most cooperative, and the towns of Greenville and 
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New Ipswich have been generous in provisions of space for 
the housing of our ambulances and equipment. The emer- 
gency staff at the Monadnock Community Hospital and 
many members of the medical staff there (not the least of 
whom is Dr. Robert Bailey, orthopedist and County Medical 
Examiner, who has spent many hours training members of 
the SVAS) have worked with SVAS to help provide the best 
possible emergency care to the people we seek to serve. 
We are, finally, indebted to the members of the SVAS 
emergency crews, who give unselfishly of themselves and 
their time for our common good. We thank each of you for 
your support of this service, and we appreciate and welcome 
any communications you might make for the good of the 
service.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

The 1976-77 School Year started with an enrollment of 
952 pupils in grades one through twelve as of October 1, 
1976, seventeen pupils more than the preceding year. For 
the elementary level grade one had the largest enrollment 
of 107 girls and boys as compared to the previous year's 
enrollment of 85. Grade nine had the largest enrollment 
for the secondary level with a total of 115 pupils as com- 
pared to 81 for the previous year. 

As of October 1, 1977 we had a total enrollment of 980, 
an increase of 28 additional boys and girls for the entire 
district. 

New staff members at Mascenic Regional this year include 
Joan Ames — Language Department, Glenn Peterson — Art 
Department, Warren Smith — Social Studies, Marjorie Wood 
— Home Economics, and Roberta Zeller — English and 
Language Departments. At the elementary level, Annette 
Leel, Wendy Carlton and Melinda Fields. 

Once again the emphasis is Back to Basics; however, I 
firmly believe we have always considered Reading, Writing, 
and Arithmetic, our number one concern in all of our 
schools. 

The Teachers in the Mascenic District have dedicated 
themselves to Commissioner Robert L. Brunelle’s Back to 
Basics Theme as well as the Goals for Education in New 
Hampshire. These Goals are as follows: 


1. Development of an Evaluation System of Education 
Performance at State and Local levels with particular at- 
tention to Reading and Mathematics. 


2. Development and implementation of programs in 
Energy Education. 


3. Development of curriculum and programs in Eco- 
nomic Education and in the teaching of the F ederal and 
State Consitutions. 
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4, Continue to improve and increase offerings in Voca- 
tional Education and programs for the Handicapped. 


We have continued to retain the services of the Special 
Education Consortium, a venture that was initiated a few 
years ago to better serve our children in the Mascenic 
District who require special educational programs to meet 
their particular needs. With the enactment and full imple- 
mentation of Public Law 94-142 we will depend quite 
heavily on the specialized services from the Consortium. 

The metric workshop that was held during the year for 
all teachers in the Mascenic District was made possible by 
Mr. Fernand J. Prevost, Consultant, Mathematics Educa- 
tion, State Department of Education, Concord, New Hamp- 
shire. This workshop was just one out of several that was 
attended by our teachers as a part of our Staff Development 
Plan to better prepare ourselves in providing better class- 
room instruction to our pupils. 

During this past year the Mascenic Regional School 
Board held 26 meetings, better than two per month. This 
doesn’t take into consideration other related meetings held 
throughout the year such as P.T.A.’s, School Clubs, Open 
House, etc. 

As another year closes, I would like to thank the Mascenic 
Regional School Board for their continued help and sup- 
port throughout this past year. A special thanks to the 
Administrative Staff, Teachers, and all school personnel who 
have contributed greatly to a sound educational program 
for our girls and boys. 

In conclusion a very special thanks to all the Mascenic 
Regional School District Community for their continued 
support of our schools. 
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HEALTH REPORT 


The 1976-77 school year was another busy one for the 
elementary school nurse. First grade enrollment was 97 
pupils with most of the students meeting all requirements 
set by the State of New Hampshire for entry into the first 
grade. Fouth grade physicals were completed by Dr. 
Robert Wellwood in October. The Dental Program had 
another successful year with most of the students partici- 
pating in the fluoride and cleaning. Dr. Fred Giaimo, den- 
tist in New Ipswich, gladly gave his time to teach the first 
graders the proper way to brush their teeth and the im- 
portance of good dental care. A nutrition program was 
incorporated with the Dental Program and a “special snack 
day” was shared with the first graders to emphasize the im- 
portance of good nutrition with good dental care. 

For the second year the Growth and Development series 
was presented to the fourth and fifth grades along with 
their parents. Besides these new programs, as elementary 
school nurse, routine eye and ear testings, home vitists in 
the community, first aid care of injured youngsters, first 
grade registration, workshops and conferences within the 
state and active participation on Pupil Personnel Team are 
all part of my responsibilities. 

I would like to extend my thanks to the many people 
who have helped by giving their support and time during 
the school year to our many projects which could not have 
been accomplished without them.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
1976-1977 


The school year has recessed for the summer. I am sub- 
mitting my final report because of retirement. My associa- 
tion with the school system has always been pleasant. I 
do wish my successor the best of luck. 

Many changes have occurred during my seventeen years 
as school nurse. 

Physical examinations were given to all the athletes and 
to the seventh grade pupils in the Mascenic School by Dr. 
Robert Wellwood. Some of the athletes went to the Doc- 
tors office in August for their physicals because of the 
early soccer and field hockey season. All were in good 
health except for three that showed some abdominal ten- 
derness. 

Mrs. Noreen O'Connell, a registered dental hygienist, 
conducted a dental cleaning and fluoride application pro- 
gram on the 38 six grade pupils that had received parental 
permission to partake in the program early in January. The 
State Dental Health Department supplied the equipment 
and the fluoride for this program. The PTA contributed 
the toweling, the cups and the toothbrushes that were 
given to the students. Mrs. O'Connell does not expect to be 
back this fall and will be sadly missed by all of us. Hope- 
fully a replacement will be found to keep this valuable 
program going. 

The nurse’s work consisted of first aid for: pencil stab 
wounds, cuts, bruises, scratches, sprains, slivers, blisters, 
bloody noses, tooth and ear aches and for the many com- 
plaints of not feeling well. If a parent was found to assume 
the responsibility a sick child was allowed to go home. 

Consultations with parents were held. 

Heights and weights were taken. 

Blood Pressures checked. 

Routine hair inspections. Several referrals were made 
and exclusion from school until corrected. 
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Eye and Ear Tests given. Several eye referrals were 
made and corrections took place. 

Absenteeism was checked daily. 

I served on the Needs Assessment committee and also on 
the Pupil Personnel Team. 

Mrs. Annabelle Aldrich served again as a volunteer helper 
when needed for the physical examinations and taking care 
of the dental program monies. Thank you, Ann! 

In leaving, I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
School Board, the faculty and the students for their excel- 
lent co-operation during my many years as school nurse. 
I cherish the many acquaintances and friendships that I 
have acquired during my years.
